RESOLVED, that Evelyn Wood, Supervisor of the Town of Thurman, be, and hereby is, appointed

as a member of the Warren County Soil and Water Conservation District, to serve for a term commencing

January 1, 2016 and terminating December 31, 2016, and be it further

RESOLVED, that Craig Leggett, Supervisor of the Town of Chester, be, and hereby is, appointed

to serve as the designated alternate member of the Warren County Soil and Water Conservation District, to

serve in the absence of either of the aforementioned appointees, for a term commencing January 1, 2016 and

terminating December 31, 2016.
